Govérnor Hampton, of South Caro- 
lina, has written a patriotic letter to 
Hayes, accepting the invitation of the 
latter to go to Washington and confer 
with him in relation to matters and 
things in South Carolina.

The track is now laid and the road 
in complete eee for trains to a point 
some two miles below Somerset, a dis- 
tance of 155 miles, with the exception 
ef some seven miles just below the 
Kentuck river bridge, which will now 
be immediately laid, as the bridge is 
complete and the rails now being laid 
tiereon. Below Somerset the grading 
to Emory Gap, a distance of ninety 
eight miles, is complete, and the trus- 
tees have.on hand sufficient iron and 
ties for the track laying so soon as the 
bridges, about forty in number, can be 
built, From Emory Gap to Chatta- 
nooga, a distance of eightv-five miles 
the ing is, all under contract. and 
will be completed by Jhne Ist, éxcept 
a distance of seven miles, from 
Boyce’s Station to Chattanooga, which 
will probably not be built, as the road 
can connect at Boyce’s Station with the 
Western and Atlantic road, which is 
the same gauge as the southern. In 
r: gard to the operation of tke road,the 
trustees have no authority to operate 
it or to lease it until complete, but as 
they have not sufficient funds to com- 
plete it, they propose as the best plan 
to raise sufficient funds that they- be 
given authority to lease the portion 
completed, the lessees to complete or 
advance money for the completion of 
the road. This is the object of the so- 
calied Bates bill nuw before the _— legis- 
lature ; and should it pass in the pres- 
ent shape, the portion of the road from 
this city to Somerset would probably 
be as soon as possible, and the 
money thus obtained applied to the 
completion of the road.
